It was on the 4th of July, 1819 


—145 years ago—that Arkansas 
began its separate existence un- 
der the name "Arkansaw Terri- 
tory," according to "The 
His- 


tory of Arkansas" by Josiah H. 
Shinn. Though Arkansas cele- 
brated its birth as a state on 
June 15, it did not attain state- 
hood until 1826 or 19 years after 
its first organized existence be- 
gan. 


The Shinn history book, own- 


ed by B. W. Edwards, did not 
bear a copyright date, but 
from certain charts and other 
information 
herein 
it 
must 


have been printed in 1905 or 
1906. In the list of counties in 
the state and their dates of ori- 
gin, we found the first one, Ark- 
ansas County began on Decem- 
ber 3, 1813. Lawrence 
County 


was second on January 5, 1815. 
Three counties, Clark, Hemp- 
stead, and Pulaski, had the dist- 
inction of being organized third 
and on the same day, Decem- 
ber, 5, 1818.

On July 4, 1820 when he passed 
through Little Rock, he decided 
to hold a meeting there. His 
congregation was 14 men and 
no women. Later, he established 
a boarding school at Dwight, the 
first organized educational enter- 
prise in the state. His students 
were 100 Cherokee boys and 
girls; white children were ad- 
mitted later on. 


Political parties in Arkansas 


during the early 1830's were 
called the "Sevier" and the 
"Crittenden" parties. 
Sevier 


was a strong Jackson man anc 
had the largest influence of any 
man in the state. The Governor 
appointed by President Jackson 
was John Pope, who was prob- 
ably favored by Sevier.

NEW YORK (AP)-American 


business is riding a profit wave 
as spectacular as any chal- 
lenged by the surfboard set. 


A flood of earnings reports 


for the second quarter is start- 
ing. Early tallies and estimates 
reveal only a small minority of 
companies that aren't doing 
better than a year ago. Many 
are reporting hew highs for the 
quarter. Some are setting rec- 
ords for any three-month period 
in their history. 


The good news is encouraging 


the bulls in the stock market. 
Also gladdened are the hearts 
of shareowners who hope 
for 


further increases in dividends. 


The U.S. Treasury will be a 


big winner, too. Even at the 
lowered tax rates on corporate 
incomes, the record gross earn- 
ings will mean a flow of tax 
receipts. The b i g g e r-than-ex- 
pected jump in profits in the 
first three months of the year is 
being extended 
through the 
latest period. 


Earliest reports are from cor- 


porations with fiscal years end- 
ing ahead of the calendar year, 
so that their second quarter 
books were closed before June 
30. But the nation's 'banks are 
reporting for the April - May- 
June quarter and most of them 
show gains over last year. Of- 
ficials of many of the large 
corporations yet to report form- 
ally also are on record as esti- 
mating that the gain over last 
year will be substantial. 


Among the big companies al- 


ready reporting increased earn- 
ings are American Telephone 
& Telegaph, Firestone Tire & 
Rubber and Douglas Aircraft. 
Preliminary estimates also put 
Du Pont and Parke, Davis &

MOSCOW (AP)-Who is going 


to succeed PremierKhrushchev, 
and when? 


This is fascinating question 


No. 1 in the Soviet Union. It 
fascinates foreign diplomats, of 
course. 


It fascinates 10 times more, 


even 100 times more, some 220 
million people in the Soviet Un- 
ion. 


It is of very special interest 


also to the leaders of some 700 
million Chinese. 


But the greatest interest of all 


is bound to be shared by a tight 
cluster of men Khrushchev has 
gathered around him. For, as of 
right now—the choice 
of the 


next leader of the Soviet Union 
almost certainly would be made 
by that group of five, and al- 
most certainly one of the five 
would be chosen. 


Foremost among the five are 


President Leonid Brezhnev, 57, 
whose star continues slowly ris- 
ing, and Nikolai Podgorny, 60, a 
man who grew up in the food 
industries. 


Other members of that corpor- 


ation include the old Bolshevik, 
First Deputy Premier Anastas I. 
Mikoyan, 69, party theoretician 
Michael Suslov, 62, and Alexei 
Kosygin, 60, first deputy chair- 
man, along with Mikoyan. Kosy- 
gin is an industrial and econom- 
ic specialist. . 


Although they have senior ti- 


tles, Mikoyan and Kosygin,,are 
not likely to get the job with 
the power. Mikoyan has become 
a perennial No. 2 man, welcome 
in any group because of his 
great party and governmental 
wisdom, and the fact that he 
seems to have no desire to ad- 
vance beyond No. 2. Kosygin is 
a business executive, without 
special party background.

Frol Kozlov, 56, used to be 


considered in that group as well, 
right at the top under Khru- 
shchev. But in the past two 
years he has suffered two heart 
attacks and a stroke. His name 
still is included among mem- 
bers of the.

The man likely to succeed 


Khrushchev is Brezhnev, if the 
change comes now. He is tech- 
nically chairman of the Presidi- 
um of the Supreme Soviet, or 
Parliament.

Moreover, some 
months back he got an impor- 
tant job in the party secretariat. 
That .was a big step toward 
leadership. 


Khrushchev, now 70, still is
